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Came to California I 

Generations Ago as i 
Pastor of St. Rita’s Shrine! 

Rev. Father Peter Hanley, I 
founder of the Passionists Mon¬ 
astery here, one-time pastor of \ 
St. Rita’s S’lrine and second old¬ 
est Passionist priest tin the world, 
■died of a heart attack at St. 
Paul of the Cross Monastery, De¬ 
troit, on Tuesday. He was 89 
years old. For a generation his 
interest centered here in Sierra 
Madre where in 1924 he selected 
and purchased t!ie site for the 
first Passionists monastery and 
retreat west of the Rocky moun¬ 
tains. the present imposing struc¬ 
ture on Monte Olivo, over.ooking 
Sierra Madre and the San Gabriel 
Valley. 

At the age of 70 he established 
a temporary mission on the site, 
serving as Superior, following a 
year’s service as priest of St. 
Rita’s Shrine. Three years later, 
the mission firmly estib'ished 
and while plans for the present 
monastery were being drawn, he 
asked to be relieved of his re¬ 
sponsibilities because of advancing 
age and was transferred to a 
monastery at Chicago. After a 
few months he was assigned as 
chaplain of Hines Memorial Hos¬ 
pital, a veterans’ institution near 
Chicago, where he was greatly 
beloved and remained for 13 
years. 

He returned to Sierra Madre 
and resided at St. Rita’s parish 
house from the fall of 1941 until 
last June when he left for the 
Detroit monastery where he died. 

Father Peter was born in Ros- 
commons, Ireland, July 7, 18,ad. 
He came to America as a child, 
his parents settling in Providence, 
R. 1., and commenced his studies 
for the priesthood at St. Mary’’ 
Seminary in Baltimore. After 
attending a Passionist mission in 
Providence, R. I., conducted by 
one of t’le Founding Fathers of 
the Order in America, Father 
Peter decided to become a Pis- 
sionist. An ardent admirer of St 
Pau' on the Cross, founder of 
the Passionist Order in Italy, 
Fatlier Peter walked the Passion¬ 
ist way of life for 70 years. Dur. 
Ing the long years of hi.a prie.st- 
iiood, 64 in number, his talents 
were variously employed. 

In 1923 he came to C-lif'mia 
aftd in September assumed the ' 
• duties of pistnr of St. Ritas | 
Parish here. He remained a- 
pastor for one year. In April of ■ 
1924 he selected and purchase-’ ' 
the site on whlc'i now stands the ! 
beautiful Mater Dolorosi Lay- ' 
men’s Retreat House, In Sierra ' 
Madre. Fcr the next three ye>r' ' 
he was Superior of the temporary ' 
Mission Hou.se. 

Father Peter is .survived by his 
nephew and namesake, Peter A 
Hanley, pastor of Holy Trinity 
Church, Central Falla, R. I., and 
three nieces at Providence, R. I.

Claims for Income j 

Tax Refunds Must j 

Be Filed by March 15 1 

Claims for refund will be filel ' 
by more than 300.000 Southern i 
California residents to .secure re- : 
payments of income taxes be- ' 
tween now and March 15, accord¬ 
ing to an estimate made by Col. ' 
lector of Internal Revenue Harry 
■Westover. | 

These claims will be largely 
filed by persons whose paychecks i 
during 1943 were .subjected to 
withholdings in exce.ss of the , 
actual amount of income tax they 
will owe for last year. Many 
persons whose onlv employment 
was during the holiday sea.son or 
during vacation periods, and who 
had deductions taken from their 
paychecks will be entitled to re¬ 
funds. 

Refunds may only be secured 
by filing a 1943 income tax re¬ 
turn. “My advice to taxpiyers 
entitled to refunds is that then 
tax forms be filed at the earliest 
possible moment. A claim for re¬ 
fund filed in January may con¬ 
ceivably be acted upon in 30 to 
60 days. But, if the claiman. 
waits until the last minute ru»h. 
he will bo foreunate to receive 
his check by September,’’ said 
Westover.

How a crew of doughboys celc- 
brated Christma.a tree and all- 
in the mountain wilderness of 
Tenne.ssee when their half-track 
was wrecked while on maneuvers 
Is interestitngly told in a letter 
just received from Lieut. Ben E.
